Tn Champagne, on the western front, the German crown prince 
has made another desperate and fruitless effort to break the French 
lines, northwest of Reims. Attacking in force along an eleven mile 
front, the Germans made especially strong efforts around Cerny and 
Aillies, and against the Californie Plateau. The French repulsed 
all attacks with losses, After checking the Germans, the French 
took the initiative in a small operation east of Cerny and captured 
a strong German salient.

LONDON, July 4.—The official 
statement from the headquarters in 
France, issued tonight, reads:

declared allegiance to the mon- 
archy. 

To Command Republicans 

TIEN TSIN, July 4.—Tuan Chi Jul, 
the former prentier, accompanied by 
Liang Chi-Chiao, former nfinister of 
justice, and Tang Hau-Lung, former 
speaker of the Chinese assembly, left 
for Manchang, in Chihli province, last 
night.

NEW RANCH LANDS 


Surveyor's Report is That Thous- 
ands of Tons of Hay is 
Wasted Yearly 


H. B. Vawters and Charles Nelson, 
of Spokane, Wash., left on last night's 
train for Peace River where they will 
take one of the river boats for Fort 
8t. John, one hundred and fifty miles 
up the Peace. There they will outfit 
with riding and pack horses and pro- 
ceed across country to Hay Lake the 
head waters of the Hay river, 

Their object is to investigate the 
country as a stock proposition and if 
the reports about the immense quan- 
tity of hay now going to waste there 
is true they will apply for a grazing 
lease and return fora number of 
teams and hay machinery with which 
they will cut and cure enough hay for 
five hundred head of cattle. Then they 
will bring stock from Montana and 
Idaho and proceed with a ranching 
project, 

The Hay Lake section they intend 

to operate in has for years been spok- 
@n about by travelers and trappers as 
@ wonderful wild hay country, Last 
year, J, R, Aikens, D.L.S., found the 
jake which ten years ago was somo 
thirty miles long and twelve miles 
wide, but has dried away until it is 
only sjx miles in length and some 
three miles wide. On the land from 
which the waters receeded red top 
Grass stood waist high, and Mr. Aik- 
ins calculated that at least one hun- 
dred thousand tons of hay could be cut 
around the lake, He stated that it was 
the very finest quality of wild grass 
‘and the country around the lake af- 
forded fine grazing. The whole country 
‘between Hay Lake and the Rocky 
mountains is partly open and would 
make a splendid stock country,

TICKET SYSTEM 
AT FAIR TO BE PUT 
ON BETTER BASIS 


Every Ticket to be Numbered 
and All Passes Must be 
Signed by Users 


The Edmonton Exhibition Associa- 
tion, acting in conjunction with the 
other members of the Western Canada 
Fairs Association, will this year install 
a statistical system of tickets for the 
summer exhibition, July 9th to 14th. 
Every ticket issued will be numbered, 
and no one—not even the directors or 


management—will be admitted to the 


grounds without a ticket, Those hold- 
ing weekly tickets, such as the direc 
tors, judges, etaff, exhibitors, guests, 
concessionaires, and members of the 
midway shows and attractions, will be 
required to sign their passes. When 
these passes are presented at the gate 
the holders must sign a statistical slip 
in the presence of the gateman; this 
slip will be deposited in the ticket 
boxes, and the signature on it must 
correspond with that on the pass. This 
will absolutely prevent the use of 
passes or weekly tickets by others 
than those to whom they are issued, 
It will also provide a means of accur- 
ately determining the daily atten- 
dance. This has been a difficult mat- 
ter in the past, when press ribbons, 
judges’ and directors’ badges, etc., 
have been all that is required at the 
gates for admission. In the past the 
holder of’a complimentary pass has 
been allowed to bring his wife in on 
the one ticket. This year no ticket will 
admit more than one person, 

This system is modelled after that in 
use at the lowa and Minnesota State 


Fairs, which were attended by the 
Western Canada Fair Managers last 
year,

CREAM SHIPMENT 
FROM ATHABASCA 
GAINS IN VOLUME 


Where Few Years Ago Only Trap. 
pers Were Seen, Now There 
Are Dairymen 


Tf fur traders of a few years ago 
who ranged along the banks of the 
Athabasca river could see the hun- 


dred cans of cream that come into 
Mdmonton twice a week, over the E., 
D, & B.C. railroad, from the country 
between here and that stream, they 
would rub their eyes in wonder. 

From as far north as Smith, on the 
banks of the river, this cream is ship- 
pet to the local creameries and the 
quantity gives a good Idea of what the 
farmers are doing in the stock line. 
When one considers that each can is 
worth seven dollars, the value of the 
industry is apparent. 

The part of the Edmonton country 
served by the new line running to 
Peace River was five years ago prac- 


tically worthless for dairying pur- 
poses, as it was impossible for the 
farmers to reach a cream market. 


Today there is not a more prosperous 
country around Edmonton, and it is 
settling fast, with part of the new- 
comers from the States. There are 
still a number of good homesteads to 


be had between Fdmonton and the 
Athabasca, and plots showing their 


locations can be secured from the Do- 
minion Land Office. The country ts 
» good grazing section and there is 
plenty of wild hay lands, Recently 
five families from South Dakota found 
suitable quarters within three miles of 
u shipping station, and they are now 
bullding homes there. They will 
follow dairying and mixed farming. 


GIVE EMPEROR 
JUST 3 WEEKS 
TO ENJOY LIFE 


Prominent Chinese Say Restora- 
tion Will Not Last Long— 
Civil War Coming. 


—_——- 


Tien Tsin, July 4,—Prominent 
Chinese here believe that the restora- 
tion will mot last three weeks. Tuar 
Chi-Jui, the ex-premier, who is still 
the strongest northern military  lea- 
der opposing the restoration, has been 
promised support by Vice-President 
General Feng Kwo-Chang and the 
military governor of Shantung. Al- 
though the Chinese are locally dis- 
playing the imperial emblem, there Is 
no enthusiasm, All the local papers 
denounce the restoration. 

Affects Whole World. 

Shanghai, July 4.—Tang Shao Hi, 
ex-permier, in a statement to the 
Chinese press, said that General 
Chang Hsun's coup in restoring the 
monarchy affected the whole world, 
“I'll leave it to the world,” he said, ‘to 
decide whether it is right. The re- 
public never had a chance, Real re- 
publicans from the beginning had been 
checked by reactionaries and now 
when the whole world is talking of 
liberating Itself from autocracy, China 
is reyerting to the past. It is a chal- 
lenge to new China.” 

Newspapers printed in the 


verna- 


cular are practically unanimous in 
denouncing the restoration of the 
Manchu dynasty. They predict it 


will be short lived, saying the whole 

country will rise against Emperor 

Hsuan Tung and General Chang Hsun. 
Civil War Coming. 

The China press says the question 
of the moment is the amount of mili- 
tary strength which the Kuo Min 
Pang (democratic party) is able to 
muster, Shanghai Times thinks an 
armed conflict between the north and 
south is imminent, and says that the 
scale of the civil war will depend 
largely on the attitude adopted by 
Vice-President Feng Kwo Chang. 

The Standard says the differences 
between the navy and the army around 
Shanghai vanished Monday morning 
and that both branches uphold re- 
publicanism.

TO VENIZELOS 


New Regime Popular With the

Athens, July 3, via London, July 4— 
This morning the fleld marshal, troops

| Famous Wome 
-_—- 
George Sand. 


The greater writer who called her- 
self George Sand was born Amantine 
Aurore Dupin, on July 6, 1804, within 
a month of the marriage of her par- 
ents. Her father was a goldier of Na- 
poleon and a great scamp, the son of 
an illegitimate daughter of the  bril- 
liant Maurice de Saxe. George Sand's 
mother Was a pretty daughter of a 
peasant. She had, therefore, in her 
ancestry a king of Poland and an 
opera dancer. She was at once cousin 
to Loulea XVI, and to a peasant. At 
an early age Amantine was placed in 
a cAnvent by her aristocratic grand- 
mother, When her granddaughter 
died, she went to live with her mother 
in Parts. Here she met Baron Casi- 
mir Dudevant and married him in 
1822. The marriage turned out very 
unhappily and the pair sought distrac- 
tion tn travel. It was during a trip to 
Bordeau that Amentine met the first 
of the many men she was destined to 
love He was Aurelien de Soze, a 
young magistrate. After nine years of 
conjugal infelicity, she informed her 
husband one morning that she was 
tired of the duplicity and demanded 
separate maintenance ig order that 
she might live as she pleased. Her 
husband readily acceded and Aman- 
tine decided to devide her life be- 
tween Paris, where she intended to 
write, and Nohant, her chateau, where 
resided her two children, It was in 
January, 1831, that she began to live 
thia sort of life, spending three wild 
months in Paris, and three months as 
a dutiful housekeeper and mother. 
During the course of her career she 
had no less than nine lovers who are 
all celebrated men in muale and liter- 
ature, among them Chopin. She may 
have had others who remained == un- 
known. She survived them all, dying 
at last on June &, 1876, at her na- 
tive chateau of Nohant.

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GLOOM OVER 
PROFESSION BY 
TREE'S DEATH 


End, Like Sir Henry Irving’s, 
Came With The Utmost 
Suddenness. 


LONDON, July 4.—The death of 
Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree has casi 
gloom over the theatrical profession. 
His end, like thxt of his famous pre- 
decessor, Sir Henry Irving, came with 
the utmost suddenness. 

While his professional career nat- 
urally receives most attention fro. 
the press, many papers recall the suc- 
cess with which he pleaded the cause 
of the allies in America and the re- 
ception he received from the Ambri- 
can colony in London on his return 


from the United States, he twice being 


the guest of the American Luncheéen 


Club, once before America made its 
deolaration of war, and again after tne 


entry of the United States. 
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Birth of the “Art of Self Defense,” 

This day marks the anniversary of 
the birth of John Broughton, the fa- 
ther of boxing. It was he who made 
the first rules covering conduct in the 
ring and he fought according to these 
rules in the booth he kept for boxing 
exhibitions in the Tottenham Court 
Road, ‘These rules he proclaimed on 
August 10, 1748. The “combat with 
closed fists” seems to have followed 
the decline of sword combat in the 
reign of George I, Broughton was 
born on July 6, 1704, and after he had 
introduced boxing opened his booth to 
all comers, he being the challenger. 
His most notable patron, after he had 
become champion, a title which he 
held for eighteen years, was the Duke 
of Cumberland, the king's son. The 
latter once took Broughton with him 
on a journey to the continent and with 
him visited Berlin, The Grenadier 
Gbarce were the pride of the Prussian 
court, They were all picked men of 
great stature. The Duke and Brough- 
ton were watching them march by one 
day when the former asked the pugil- 
ist what he thought ot “any of those 
fellows for a set-to.’ Broughton is 
said to have answered that he would 
be willing to fight the whole regi- 
ment, if he were only allowed a 
breakfast between each two battles. 
He was at the very height of his rep- 
utation when one daw he fell into a 
quarrel with a butched named Slack, 
who challenged him to a bout. The 
shampion and hig whole following re- 
garded Slack with contempt and when 
the betting commenced the odds were 
ten to one in favor of Broughton. But 
Slack didn't bear out his name. Early 
in the fight he managed to land a 
blow between Broughton’'s eyes, which 
blinded the champion temporar 
That sealed the champion'’g doom. The 
fight lasted fourteen minutes and at 
the end of that time Broughton was 
“finished,” The Duke of Cumberland, 
it is said, lost thousands on the match, 
while Slack won six hundred pounds.

ty In which the person charged resides 
or carries on business, 

9. (1) Any person who contravenes 
or fails to observe any of the pro- 
visions of these regulations shall be 
guilty of an indictable offence and 
Hable upon indictment or upon sum- 
mary conviction under Part XV of the 
Criminal Code to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding five thousand dollars, or to 
imprisonment for any term not ex 
ceeding two years, or to both fine and 
imprisonment as specified: and any 
director or officer of any company or 
corporation who assents to or ac- 
quiesces in the contravention or non- 
observance by such company or cor- 
poration of any of the provisions of 
these regulations shall be guttty per- 
sonally and cumulatively with his 
company or corporation and with his 
co-directors or associate officers. 

(2) For the purpose of the trial of 


any indictment for any offence against 
these regulations Section 581 of the 
Criminal Code, authorizing speedy 
trials without juries, shall apply.

It is fortunate for Russia, and

In war the individual does not 
seem to count for much, In fact, 
the rightly-placed individual 
counts for more in war than at 
any other time. 


The United States flag is flying 
over the British Houses of Par- 
liament by order of the King, in 
recognition of victory won by 
British colonists over a Kaiserlike 
British King more than a century 
ago. Never surely did a people 
tnake more frank and honorable 
recognition of a national mis- 
take than is thus made in the 
name of the people of Great Bri- 
tain. The American revolution 
was a victony for Britain, just as 
teally as it was for the British 
‘olonists who revolted. Witfout 
that vindication of the right of 
britishers over-sea to govern 
themselves, the British Empire as 
it is could never have come into 
existence. That was the ‘‘part- 
ing of the ways,’’ and the seces- 
sion of the American colonies con- 
vinced British statesmen that an 
Kmpire of Britishers could not 
xist save on the basis of local 
self-government. 

Kither the threats of rebellion 
in Quebec are mainly bluff or they 
are meant. Which they are the 
Government is better situated to 
know than anyone else, for the 
threats come largely from their 
political allies. If these threats 
are only bluff they should not be 
uade the reason for imposing 
part of Quebee’s military duty 
upon the people of the other pro- 
vinces. If they are serious, the 
‘ountry is simply being steered 
into civil war, in face of, warning 
and regardless of an alternative 
course, 


Some of Sir Robert Borden's 
newspaper friends use the recent 
report of the commission which 
investigated the operations in 
Mesopotamia as a text to lecture 
the British Government—to the 
effect that it would be better to 
stop bungling than to go on 
bungling and appointing commis- 
sions to assess the damage after 
it has been done, The fact that 
the British people made an end of 
the Government under which the 
Mesopotamian bungling occurred, 
and replaced it by a Government 
that does not bungle, suggests no- 
thing to these papers in the way 
of a precedent which Canada 
would do well to follow.

THE QUEBEC POSITION ON 
CONSCRIPTION. 


Quebee, speaking of the large 


'inajority of the people, is French 


in race, language, law, social cus- 
tonfs and habits of thought. Be- 
cause of this fact, the Act of Con- 


federation—the Canadian Con- 
stitution — contains provisions 
specially safeguarding special 


rights of the French-Canadians of 
Quebee province; and, besides, 
many of the general terms of the 


constitution were framed having 
regard to the same fact. Being 
in a minority in the Dominion, 


which is governed by majority 
rule, Quebee must depend on the 
maintenance of the terms‘ of the 
constitution for the preservation 
of the rights and liberties which it 
has been guaranteed. Naturally 
it is jealous of anything that in- 
fringes or tends to infringe on 
those rights, whether they are 
guaranteed by the special or by 
the general provisions of the con- 
stitution. 

The Militia Act, providing for 
universal, compulsory, military 
service, passed after Confedera- 
tion, Was a continuation of the 
Act existing in the United Pro- 
vinces of Upper and Lower Can- 
ada before Confederation and of 
Upper Canada before the union of 
the two provinces, In its earlier 
forms it expressly provided that 
compulsory service only applied 
within Canada or in contiguous 
territory—that is, its function was 
purely defensive. It was cast in 
its present form in 1904 and al- 
though the form was then chang- 
ed somewhat, the purport as stat- 
ed by the then minister of militia, 
Sir I*rederick Borden, remained 
the same. That was the law as 
universally understood up to the 
announcement of the Conscrip- 
tion Bill in the House by the 
Prime Minister. h 

The position tako) bY Sir Wil- 
frid Paieie and his French-Cana- 
dian followers in the House is: 

1, The Military Serviee Act in 
its provision for compulsory over- 
seas service, contemplates a with- 
drawal of a right of personal 
liberty hitherto enjoyed under the 
Constitution. 


2. The withdrawal of 
measure of personal liberty is a 
matter of the character and im- 
portance that under our system of 
Government demands a reference 
to the people by general election 
or referendum, 

3. Although Parliament as at 
present constituted has the power 
to pass the measure by a_ ma- 
jority vote, it is singularly lack- 
ing in the authority derived from 
the votes of the people that under 
emergent condifions might form a 
warrant for its doing so. 


(a) It holds place, not by vote 
of the people, but by vote 
of its own membership, its 
term having expired in 
October, 1916; 
Its representation is based 
on the population of 16 
years ago; 
On the basis of the popula- 
tion of six years ago, it has 
eight seats in the Kast that 
should not be represented 
and lacks 22 in the West 
that should be represented ; 
27 seats are vacant through 
death, resignation and un- 
avoidable absence; and no 
bye-elections have been 
held to fill any of them; 
27 members are under 
military orders and pay, 
protected by the War Mea- 
sures Act against the letter 
and spirit of the Indepen- 
dence of Parliament Act. 
4. The Government has formal- 
lv announced that it proposes a 
further extension of the term of 
Parliament until October, 1918, 
Under these conditions, the 
Liberal representation from Que- 
bee in Parliament ask that the 
rights of personal liberty regard- 
ing compulsory service hitherto 
enjoyed by them, in common with 
the other people of Canada, but 
being in a definite and perpetual 
minority all the more highly 
prized by them—be not taken 
away except by the expressed will 
of the majority of the electors of 
Canada, They recognize the pas- 
sage of the compulsory service 
measure by a Parliament exercis- 
ing authority when not elected by 
the people as a precedent endan- 
gering their constitutional rights, 
and therefore they are opposed to 
it. All they ask is that the con- 
gtitution be respected, 
. The Quebee Conservative-Na- 
tionalist position on conscription 
is that the party was elected in 
opposition to any service—either 
voluntary or compulsory—in Bri- 
tain’s overseas wars, This is the 
party that by its 27 votes has held 
the balance of power in Parlia- 
ment, and therefore control of 
the Government since 1911. It 
was the dictation of this party, re- 
presented in the Government suc- 
cessively — by Monk, Pelletier, 
Nantel, Coderre, Blondin, Pate-

Those Were The Happy Days. 

The most one-sided score between two professional clubs was 
played June 18, 1874, when the Mutuals defeated Chicago by thirty- 
eight to one. Chicago made only two hits. The largest score on 
record in a game between two professional teams marked the game 
between the Atlantics of Brooklyn and the Athletics of Uhiladelphia 
on July 6, 1869, just forty-eight years ago today. The former team 
won by a score of fifty-one to forty-eight. Wifteen thousand people 
were present, the largest number up to that time that ever attended 
“a ball game. The games of the present day look very small when 
compared with those of the 60's and 70's, as far as scores are con- 
cerned, An illustration of how they scored runs in the “good old 
days” is herewith given: On May 17, 1870, a game was played at 
Cleveland between the Forest City team and a team of amateurs 
It only lasted five innings, probably because the winners were prob 
ably exhausted from running, Otherwise there is no reason 
the game didn't go on Possibly the losers decided they couldn't 
catch up, anyway, seeing that the other team was 131 runs ahead 
of them The vietors who did all thie running were the men from

RUSSIA ELATED 
BY SUCCESSES 


Germans Had Erected Three 
Lines Of Defense In Positions 
Naturally Formidable, 


Petrograd, July 4.—In the fighting 
of Sunday and Monday 300 officers, 
18,000 men, 29 guns and 33 machine 
guns were captured by the Russians, 
the war office announces. 

Pro-war and pro-Kerensky demon- 
strations, headed by Russian and 
French officers and including a num- 
ber of wounded Russian soldiers, are 
taking place in Petrograd streets, 
For the first time since the revolution 
the Russian national flag is to be 
seen. It decorates pictures of Brusi- 
loff and iWerensky. The number r 
these demonstrations is small, but 


A correspondent at Minsky reports 
that fraternizing with the enemy has 
entirely ceased The slightest at- 
tempt to leave the trenches is imme- 
diately stopped by artillery fire from 
the rear This is the result of the 
Aecision of regimental and company 
committees, 
Three Lines of Defense. 

A correspondent describes the scene 
of the main fighting in the Zlotillana 
region in Galicia and says the enemy 
strongly posted triple lines of perman- 
ent trenches in the hills between which 
flows Kiniuchy stream, 12° miles 
northeast of Brzezany. The Russians, 
with an urtillery fire exceeding any 
thing yet used on the Russian side, 
smashed great fields of wire work 
after two days’ bombardment and 
cleared the path for stormers. These 
were necessarily picked men 

Considerable precautions had been 
taken to assemble regiments of infan- 
try upon whom more or less reliance 
could be placed, although until put to 
a test even their own officers could 
not pretend to Know what would hap- 
pen. The trial proved, whatever may 
be the case on the rear, that there are 
at the front men who are worthy of 
Russia's name. The losses have been 
heavy, which is in accordance with 
Russian tradition, Russian armies 
holding world's records for ability to 
suffer without losing military qualities 

Germans and Turks, 

Southwest of BRrzezany the fighting 
seems to have been even more severe 
and success still hangs in the balance 
This region is also hilly and wooded 
The Germans had special genounr 
which required long hammering 
the guns before an attack was want 
sible. These defenses were held by 
the Germans and Turks—a combina- 
tion which has always proved formlid- 
able 

After very hard fighting the lRus- 
sians won several points and captured 
2,000 prisoners Some points chang- 
ed hands several times It was here 
that the Russian losses in officers was 
particularly serious. 

The general scope of action tindl- 
eates that the movement is on an ex- 
tended scale and that the battle now 
begun is likely to take weeks to reach 


its conclusion The fighting is in a 
territory which, before the war, be-
